PZ-22-024 - Application has been filed by Canfield Realty Group for the approval of a
Preliminary Subdivision Plan (155 lots) to be known as Paramont Estates. The property is
located on 150.11 acres in the 12300 block of West Hwy 42, Prospect. The current zoning is
R-1 Residential and CO-1 Conservation/Residential.

e Future library and improvement to the traffic signal at the intersection of 1793 and 42.

Board Member Douglas asked, are there existing stormwater facilities on the other lots that are
developed?
Jim Silliman replied, This basin should be able to handle the flow.

Board Member Falvey asked, will there be sidewalks?
Jim Silliman replied, yes except for two small cul-de-sacs.

Binding Elements

The approval applies only to the plan presented at the December 19, 2022, Oldham County
Planning Commission public hearings.

There shall be no subdivision of any lot into a greater number of lots without review by the
Oldham County Planning Commission.

The cumulative phasing plan shall limit the number of dwelling units to thirty-five (35) per
year beginning with the first record plat.

Phase 1 of development shall include roadway connection to the intersection at U.S. 42
and KY 1793.

The preliminary plan must comply with all established federal, state and county ordinances
and requirements at the time of construction plan approval.

Applicant shall contribute $50,000 towards off-site road improvements for traffic
infrastructure impacted by the development, including Locke Lane which shall be payable
to the Oldham County Fiscal Court and due at the time of record plat.
